And out of the fall of Syngman 
Rhee comes an echo from the 
last agony of the old China when 
Chiang’s rule was dying. 


Too Late? 


If Rhee’s dismissal did not come 
too late for South Korea to attain 
stability, we may have an an- 
swer to the bitter controversy 
over Chiang. His partisans insist 
he was sold out. But, the truth 
is his situation was more hope- 
less than Rhee’s, and for the same 
basic reason. There was about 
him a clique engaged in corrupt 
practices. We will never know the 
real faults of Rhee, though his 
virtues are familiar. He, like 
Chiang, was hidden by those to 
whom he delegated power. His 
subordinates acted in his name. 
We do not know what they told 
this old, trusting man. 


There was, from the beginning, 
gross waste in American aid. This 
situation worsened with the com- 
ing of the Korean war. It became 
a scandal known to all. How much 
he knew of this none knows. 


This was true of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s government. 


Now, let us call Gen. Wede- 


meyer as witness. 


In his memoirs, and in the 
State Department’s White Paper 
on China, we learn that in Au- 
gust, 1947, Gen. Wedemeyer stood 
before the State Council of 
Chiang’s government and talked 
with customary bluntness. 


The General described the draft 
dodging by the rich and the fur- 
ther evidences of corruption. He 
outlined the economic and mili- 
tary positions. They were not 
good. 


Gen. Wedemeyer then told the 
cabinet that Chiang’s armies, by 
contrast with the Communists, 
had incurred ‘‘a strong feeling of 
distrust,”” owing to their looting 
and thievery. They acted toward 
the people, he said, as if they 


were “conquerors instead of de- 
liverers,”’ both in China and For- 
mosa. 
Prophecy 

Gen. Wedemeyer then gave 
them his studied opinion: ‘The 
Central Government cannot de- 


feat the Chinese Communists by 
the use of force,” he said, “but 
can only win the loyal, enthusi- 
astic and realistic support of the 
people by improv ing the political 
and economic situation immedi- 
ately. The effectiveness and time- 
liness of these improvements will 
determine, in my opinion, whether 
or not the Central Government 
will stand or fall before the Com- 
munist onslaught.”

Stevenson, who was defeated by 
President Eisenhower in 1982 and 
1956, said his own plans were 
unchanged. Those plans, as he 
has defined them in the past, 
are that he is not a candidate 
and does not expect to be 
“drafted” for the nomination, but 
that he would not take the po- 
sition of being ‘‘a draft evader.”’

Of Ad Backing King 


NEW YORK (#—The New York Times, acting on a protest by 
Gov. Patterson of Alabama, Sunday night retracted part of a recent 
paid advertisement of ‘“The Committee to Defend Martin Luther King 
And The Struggle For Freedom In The South.”’ 


The advertisement, published in 
the Times March 29, bore the 
names of a number of actors, 
writers, entertainers, clergymen 
and others prominent in public 
life.

“Since publication of the ad- 
vertisement, the Times made an 
investigation and consistent with 
its policy of retracting and cor- 
recting any errors or misstate- 
ments which may appear in its 
columns, herewith retracts the 
two paragraphs complained of by 
the governor.” 


A letter sent by the governor 
May 9 called for the retraction 
on grounds that the advertisement 
charged him with “‘grave miscon- 
duct and of improper actions and 
omissions” as governor and ex- 
officio chairman of the state board 
of education. 


The Times said the paid ad was 
received in the normal course of 
business and does not reflect 
Times editorial judgment or opin- 
ion. 


Stating that it never intended to 
suggest any such charge by its 
publication, the paper said: 


“To the extent that anyone can 
fairly conclude from the state- 
ments in the advertisement that 
any such charge was made, the 
New York Times hereby apolo- 
gizes to the Hon. John Patterson 
therefor.” 
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“The two retracted paragraphs 
are: 


“In Montgomery, Alabama, aft- 
er students sang ‘My Country 
‘Tis of Thee’ on the state capitol 
steps, their leaders were expelled 
from school, and truckloads of po- 
lice armed with shotguns and 
tear-gas ringed the Alabama State 
College campus.

Trial of 83 Negro college stu- 
dents on charges resulting from 
sitdown demonstrations here may 
not come up until May 26, ac- 
cording to Solicitor John I. Kelley. 


The Fulton Criminal Court 
solicitor said that, while the trials 
are still tentatively set for May 
23, Negro defense attorneys. have 
asked for a change in the date 
because of college examinations 
which extend through May 25. 


“They are taking examinations 
through the 25th, and their attor- 
neys wanted to set the cases down 
for the 26th, and we are going 
to try to accommodate them,” 
Kelley explained. 


State and defense attorneys are 
now trying to work out agree- 
ments on stipulations of facts in 
order to shorten the trials when 
they do come up, Kelley said. 


He explained that the state 
already has drawn and submitted 
to the defense the facts it is will- 
ing to stipulate. 


Among these are stipulations as 
to the presence at the various 
demonstrations of the defendants. 
Kelley said an agreement on this 
point would considerably shorten 
the trial or trials. 


Otherwise, the state—with each 
defendant — would have to go 
through the process of proving 
where each defendant was and 
what demonstrations they par- 
ticipated in, Kelley emphasized. 


The defendants face misde- 
meanor charges of breach of the 
public peace, intimidating res- 
taurant operators and refusing 
to leave private property after 
being asked to do so.

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Reason for Spying 
Is the Real Issue 


During the next few days in Paris 
decisions will be reached which could de- 
termine the whole future of the human 
race. That briefly sums up the signifi- 
cance of the summit talks which Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev forced with his 
crisis over Berlin and threatened to wreck 
because of the U.S. rival espionage 
incident. 

While President Eisenhower’s position 
appears to have been seriously weakened 
by the shooting down of the U. S. recon- 
naissance plane within the Soviet Union, 
the incident has focused world attention 
on the reasons for such flights. And it is 
because of these reasons that the summit 
conference is being held. 

At this conference it will do Khru- 
shchev no good to lift his hands in horror 
over U.S. spying. These leaders of gov- 
ernment recognize his pious hypocrisy be- 
cause they know the unmatched and 
ruthless subversion and espionage which 
is a trademark of international commu- 
nism. — 
So Khrushchev may have been estab- 
lishing an alibi for failure of the summit 
at home and in the minds of many 
abroad but if so the true picture will not 
be lost to Western statesmen. President 
Eisenhower, in admitting the facts of 
the espionage incident, outlined the real 
issues which made U.S. countermeasures 
necessary. They are the issues of the 
summit. 

These are controlled disarmament, 
Germany and Berlin and the problem of 
East-West relations in which Iron Cur- 
tain secrecy remains a basic reason for 
suspicion and tension. This very secrecy 
and the fear it breeds of surprise attack 
is a bar to disarmament and international 
understanding. 

President Eisenhower again will pro- 
pose his “open skies” plan, which would 
open up Soviet Russia to the same kind 
of legal “spying” which the West is will- 
ing to accept, thereby ending the fear 
of surprise attacks. The Soviets have re- 
jected this in advance as they did when it 
was first proposed in 1955. 

Anxious to maintain his initial propa- 
ganda advantages, Premier Khrushchev 
scheduled his arrival in Paris two days 
early. He thus maintained his initiative 
with the headlines and kept the spotlight 
from the West. 

We now must hope for the best. It is 
up to Khrushchev to meet the West half 
way in getting the present dangerous sit- 
uation off dead center. Unless he does, 
the cold war will be accelerated as will 
the danger of a hot one.

Would Help Kennedy 


We do not believe there is any basis 
for the belief, expressed in letters from 
outraged Democrats, that New Englander 
James R. Gray, who is now chairman of 
Georgia’s Democratic state committee, 
was more interested in helping his old 
New England friend Sen. Kennedy than in 
assisting the future of either Sen. Her- 
man Talmadge or the Democratic Party 
in the “dump Lyndon Johnson” sugges- 
tion. We are sure this was not the case. 
But the reaction was inevitable. It did 
séem more pro-Kennedy than pro-Tal- 
madge. 

Sen. Talmadge has a future and be- 
cause he is an intelligent and able young 
man we believe it can and will be a fu- 
ture of productive good for the state and 
the country as well. He must somehow 
manage to do that within the framework 
of the two-party system. The nation be- 
gan without such a system. It developed 
out of necessity._We are the sort of coun- 
try which must have public debate. 

On the national level that can be sup- 
plied only within the framework of two 
opposing parties. 

If any Southern state wishes to dump 
Lyndon Johnson it should do so openly 
and honestly and not by devious political 
means. A bolt or any move which erodes 
the party system does national harm. 
Sen. Talmadge was, as we have already 
said, wise to make his position clear. He 
chooses Sen. Johnson on a lesser of evils 
basis. Mr. Gray also happily has retreated. 
For a.time all is quiet among the strate- 
gists.

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Unemployment Rising 
As Economy Booms — 


Depending upon what happens at the 
summit conference, President Eisenhow- 
er indeed may have lost the peace issue 
for the GOP. But the prosperity theme is 
still going strong. . 

The White House has reported, for 
instance, that employment rose with a 
record spurt in April; joblessness fell by 
nearly twice the normal rate and the na- 
tion’s economic output is booming at an 
unprecedented half-a-trillion dollar-a- 
year pace. 


The number of employed Americans 
advanced by 1,892,000 in April from the 
mid-March total. It was more than three 
times that expected. Total employment 
was 850,000 more than a year ago. Per- 
sonal incomes are at an all-time high. 


It’s difficult to argue with these con- 
vincing statistics. But there is a dark 
side, which Democrats and labor leaders 
are quick to point out. Despite the unem- 
ployment decline, there are more unem- 
ployed than last year and nearly a million 
more than in 1956 and 1957. The economy 
thus is not growing as fast as the work 
force. This is creating chronic unemploy- 
ment and the number without work—in 
spite of record employment—still is on the 
increase. 

Much will be heard about the issue 
during the presidential campaign. In fact, 
it was a major one in the West Virginia 
primary. That state is suffering from se- 
verely depressed economic conditions for 
which there is no relief in sight. 

There are other chronically depressed 
areas. Yet the President has vetoed a 
ceteng ee ne measure to give them 

elp. 

The continued growth of unemploy- 
ment during a period of great national 
prosperity is a nagging and persistent 
problem which addresses itself to both 
political parties. Statistics indicate it must 
be solved. 


Health of Small Towns 


Depends on Citizens 


“The Death of a Salesman” became a 
best seller and a Broadway play. 

“The Death of the Small Town” has not 
been written. But it could be. 

It need not be if the small town is 
aware of its weakness and moves to 
meet it. 

That’s what a Texas rural sociologist 
told a small-town Chamber of Commerce 
in his own state recently. 

The man said the trouble is that resi- 
dents of small communities sit back and 
watch their towns die without even 
bothering to call the doctor. 

He declared that small towns which 
want to prosper can do so if they are 
willing to undertake “vigorous revitaliz- 
ing campaigns” possible only through 
“concerted, positive action.” 

Many Georgia communities have taken 
just such remedial action. There are oth- 
ers which seem to be merely waiting for 
the wake. 

We need the small towns and would 
like to see them live. 

They can be small, yet modern and 
prosperous if they are willing to work 
toward that goal. 
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Constant War on Vice 
Is Best Way of Control 


Every once in awhile something comes 
along to remind us that Atlanta is a big 
city with a big city’s problems. Among 
the latter is the necessity for a constant 
war on vice and other evils which follow 
heavy concentrations of population. 

And while Atlanta has its vice, the 
constant war upon it by police has kept it 
under control. There is no organized vice 
as such and so-called big shot racketeers 
find it rough going here. The community 
itself has assisted in handling the prob- 
lem intelligently and the result is a city 
—_ a far better record than most its 
size. 

Police Chief Herbert Jenkins points 
out that Atlanta has not had an estab- 
lishment marked “off limits” to military 
personnel in five years. While prostitu- 
tion exists, there are no known houses of 
prostitution. And while the “call girl” 
racket may exist in limited form, the po- 
lice make it most difficult. | 

Atlanta is a clean city and its alert 
citizenry will insist upon it being kept 
that way. Meanwhile, let the war on 
vice continue with the full cooperation of 
police, the public and: business establish- 
ments catering to public entertainment.

Local Adjustments 
Urged by Experts 


Georgia's “hodge-podge” local 
tax structures are keeping indus- 
try from moving into some rural 
counties, the director of the In- 
dustrial Branch of Georia Tech's 
Engineering Station said Sunday. 


Dr. Kenneth Wagner appeared 
on Press Gallery, a weekly tele 
vision panel show on WSB-TV 
sponsored this Sunday by the At- 
lanta Journal. With Dr. Wagner 
on the panel was Walter T. Cates, 
executive vice president of the 
Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Cates said however, that Geor- 
gia’s tax rates are “competitive” 
with neighboring states, but he 
said his organization tries to dis- 
courage towns and counties giv- 
ing tax concessions to get in- 
dustry. 


BETTER TO ADJUST 


“It would be better for them to 
adjust tax rates to a more real- 
istic basis,”’ Cates said. 


“The high millage, low evalu- 
ation system of taxation will keep 
industries out,” Dr. Wagner said. 
“A better distribution of the tax 
load comes when there is low mil- 
lage and a realistic evaluation of 
property.” 


Cates said the most important 
goal of the movement to get in- 
dustry into the state is to induce 
industries to move into rural areas 
so people can continue to live in 
their present homes. 


URGES AREA GROUPS 

“A worker who keeps his roots 
down where he has a farm is in 
much better shape than living in 
some tenement in a city,’ Cates 
said. 

Dr. Wagner advocated area 
groups rather than county organi-

Nikita Khrushchev has appar- 
ently come to Paris, if Soviet 
spokesmen are to be believed, 
under the false impression that 
President Eisenhower decided 
several weeks ago to avoid a 
settlement of the Berlin question. ‘ 


At their meeting in Camp 
David, Md., last September, the 
two leaders agreed to try to 
reach an accommodation on the 
former German capital. Khrush- | 
chev stated at that time that 
there would be no time-limit on 
these discussions, and the Presi- 
dent agreed there should be no 
undue delay in settling what both 
defined at the time as an ‘“‘ab- 
normal”’ situation. 


This is what led to the Soviet 
misunderstanding. When the Pres- 
ident was asked the day after 
the Camp David conference 
whether the new

Berlin and protect the freedom | 
of the West Berliners, he re- 
plied: 

“IT can’t guarantee anything of 
this kind for the simple reason 
I don’t know what kind of a so- 
lution may finally prove accept- 
able.

Issues before the four powers: 


DISARMAMENT: Soviet bloc and Western allies have produced 
rival three-phase plans at a 10-power disarmament conference in 
Geneva. The basic difference is over the point in the disarmament 
process at which an international organization controlling disarma- 


ment should be established. 


The Western powers want a conference directive recommending 
to the Geneve meeting a detailed technical study on seven specific 
subjects on which progress could be made. 


The Soviet Union wants acceptance of its plan aiming at total 
disarmament in four years. It urges priority for the plan, ascribes 
secondary importance to control and links the extent of inspection 
and control to progressive steps toward disarmament. 


The Soviet plan begins with ceilings on the armed forces and 
finishes with destruction and prohibition of all types of nuclear and 


chemical weapons and missiles. 
GERMANY AND BERLIN: 


West and East have presented 


mutually unacceptable plans for reuniting Germany. Discussion is 
expected to center around West Berlin and the effect upon it of the 
Soviet Union’s proposed peace treaty with East Germany giving its 
government control of access to West Berlin. 


At the Geneva conference of foreign ministers the Soviet Union 


proposed an 18 months interim 


agreement on West Berlin with 


further negotiations after this period but refused to state what 
rights the Western powers would have in the city at the end of that 


period. 


In addition the Soviet Union asked reduction of Allied garrisons 
to “‘symbolic”’ strengths and a four-power commission to restrain 
hostile propaganda and subversion, and promised maintenance 
of communications between Berlin and West Germany. 


The West offered to freeze garrisons at their present strength 
of 11,000, agreement that a United Nations representative should 


have access to all parts of the

These are: composition 
of inspection teams, length of moratorium on underground tests 


and quota of inspections. 


Khrushchev Thinks Ike 
Is Against Berlin Truce 


This difference of assumption 
between Moscow's view and 
Washington’s view of the Presi- 
dent’s powers produced the mis- 
understanding and it became 
deeper as a result of several 
subsequent events. 


Moscow began watching the 
Russian broadcasts of the Voice 
of America very carefully and 
about the middle of March noted 
several items which Soviet offi- 
cials interpreted as being hostile 
to the U.S.S.R. 


On April 4 in Chicago, Secre- 
tary Herter made a speech in 
which he commended Chancellor 
Adenauer of West Germany and 
criticized Khrushchev for vilifying 
Adenauer during Khrushchev’s 
last visit to Paris. This was fol- 
lowed by a sharp condemnation 
of the Soviet Union’s German 
policy by Under Secretary of 
State Dillon in New York on 
April 20. By that time Soviet 
officials were convinced that they 
had been deceived. 


This is not to say that they 
were deceived, but it is obvious 
from talking with Soviet officials 
here that they did come to the 
conclusion that President Ejisen- 
hower was breaking what they 
called the “‘spirit of Camp David. 


For example, they point to the 
difference between President Ei- 
senhower’s comments about the 
“abnormal” situation in Berlin 
last September and Under Secre- 
tary Dillon’s statements. on the 
same subject on April 20. 


“It is indeed abnormal,” Dillon 
said, “when one million East 
Berliners are forcibly divided 
from more than two million fel- 
low citizens in West Berlin— 
when they are constrained to live 
under a totalitarian regime un- 
lawfully imposed by a foreign 
power. 


“But the abnormal situation in 
Berlin is merely one facet of the 
greater abnormality created by 
the artificial separation of the 
East zone from the rest of Ger- 
many. The monstrous nature of 
this abnormality has been strik- 
ingly demonstrated by the fact 
that more than two and a third 
million East Germans and East 
Berliners have, during the past 
10 years, exercised the only fran- 
chise available to them and have 
voted with their feet against Com- 
munist rule by fleeing to West 
Berlin.” 


After this speech and before 
the U2 plane incident Khrushchev 
began to react violently. He com- 
plained that Dillon’s speech ‘“‘just 
reeks of the cold war spirit” and 
charged that the nearer the day 
came to the opening of the sum- 
mit meeting, “the more one-sided 
is the approach of certain states- 
men of the Western powers.” 


Khrushchev then went on to 
make new and even more ominous 
threats against the Western posi- 
tion in Berlin. All last year, while 
the Soviet had insisted on a dead- 
line for settling the Berlin issue, 
Gromyko had never suggested at 
the Geneva conference that the 
Western nations would have to 
withdraw their troops from Ber- 
lin if the USSR made a separate 
peace treaty with Germany. 


In his speech of April 25, how- 
ever, Khrushchev insisted on this 
point and it is regarded as the 
most ominous issue hanging over 
this conference. 


After saying that a Soviet sep- 
arate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many would destroy Western 
rights of occupation in West Ber- 
lin, he added: 


“Certain politicians say they 
do not recognize the German 
Democratic (Communist) Repub- 
lic and therefore want to have no 
dealings with her. 


“Some even call for insuring 
by force the presence of the 
troops of the three Western pow- 
ers in West Berlin and their 
rights with regard to the city 
based on the act of surrender. 


“I must warn such hotheads 
that when they start invoking 


force and not right and justice,

it is but natural that this force 
will be countered with the force 
of the other side.” 


This was the situation when the 
American spy in the sky was 
downed hundreds of miles inside 
the USSR and when the USS.

Khrushchev’s reduction of the 
Soviet armed forces and propa- 
ganda for abolition of all armed 
forces raised powerful opposition 
in the Soviet Union. So did 
Khrushchev’s emphasis on more 
consumer goods and visits of for- 
eigners to the Soviet Union—not 
among the people but among 
powerful Communist officials. 


It is perhaps noteworthy that 
many western officials have long 
believed that the emphasis on in- 
creased contacts between East 
and West would gradually trans- 
form Soviet attitudes and even 
the Soviet system of tight se- 
curity. 


In any event, the Soviet experts 


or ‘“‘demonologists’” here at the 
summit conference are convinced

Maybe Gene Sarazen, in the excitement of his finest hour, was 
seeing double .. . or triple. 


He says ‘‘about 30 fans"’ were afound the green that rainy day 

in 1935 when he fired a fantastic double eagle in the Masters. 
. ‘That's wrong,” protests Constitution reader 
L. W. Brown of Atlanta. ‘““‘There were only eight 

people there. I was there and I counted ‘em.’ 
Brown’s memory was stirred last week when 
The Constitution ran an account of another double 
eagle on that 15th hole at Augusta National, and 

then quoted Sarazen on his feat of the past. 
“There was a guy standing t next to me 
wearing a black derby hat,”’ Brown. ‘‘We 
were around the green when Sarazen hit from the 
fairway. When the ball went in the cup, this fel- 
low in the derby hat ran on the green and put 

that hat over the cup. 

Jack Williams “Sarazen walked up there and Kicked the hat 
away and then picked up his ball. 


“Another fellow rushed up to Sarazen and offered him $20 for 
the ball,” relates Brown, “but Sarazen wouldn’t do it.

It is possible for a glanduler 
disturbance to be a factor in se- 
riously overweight children, but 
this is rare. Most of the time 
the whole thing is found to de- 
pend on the child’s habits. 


By “habits,” I mean any of a 
number of things. A child may 
be pampered, or he may be over- 
protected, or may be too strongly 
dominated by a parent, most 
likely the mother. For instance, 
the child may be driven to school 
every day, instead of walking. 


Such children as a result may 
become somewhat withdrawn 
from the ordinary activities of 
childhood. They don’t exercise 
nearly enough. They enjoy sed- 
entary pastimes—and oh, how 
they sometimes eat. Not just at 
mealtimes, but they often have 
big allowances and drink a lot 
of soft drinks, eat candy, sand- 
wiches, ice cream, crackers and 
so on between meals. 


There’s also the emotional fac- 
tor to consider. A child with 
some worry or problem (some- 
times a feeling of “not being 
liked,” or such) quite often eats 
too much as a compensation. 
(Adults do it, too.)
